Foreign Minister Horacio Lafer 
and six other foreign ministers of 
Latin American countries have 
signed a treaty in Montevideo, 
Uruguay, calling for a free-trade 
zone to link the economies of their 
nations. In addition to Brazil the 
signatory countries are: Argen- 
tina, Chile, Mexico, Paraguay, 
Peru and Uruguay. 

Adjustments Run 12 Years 

The treaty provides for the 
elimination over a twelve-year pe- 
riod of all trade restrictions on at 
least seventy-five per cent of the 
trade within the area. It also in- 
vites participation by the other 





Latin-American countries. 

In signing the document, For- | 
eign Minister Lafer stated that a 
new path in Latin America toward 
higher production and _ living | 
standards had been opened. Other |

In 
the long run, what is good for the 
Latin-American economy will be 
good for the United States by 
making the region a bigger and 
better market.”
